Western leaders offer aid to Europe

HOUSTON — Western leadens gave 
Mikhail Gorbachev a warm endorsement 
Tuesday and pledged to "help in practical 
ways those countries that choose freedom." 

The industrial powers organized a quick 
study of the tangled Soviet economy but 
ofTcred no coordinated aid to Moscow. 

At the midway point of their three-day 
summit, the leaders loosened We.stcm sanc- 
tions against China and negotiated late on a 
controversial U.S. proposal to phase out 
worldwide agricultural subsidies.- 
A final issue was how to battle world 


pollution, and there wa.s no resolution as 
President Busli and his six summit partners 
met for an elegant dinner at the Houston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

An administration ofTicial said the lead- 
ers would ciidose a joint effort to help 
Brazil save its Amazon rain forests. The 
United States opposed a West German pro- 
posal for specific goals to reduce pollutants 
blamed for causing the global warming of 
the environment. 

Treasury' Secretary Nicholas Brady said 
the summit talks w'erc held in "an atmo- 
sphere of constructive help. As far as I can 
sec there were no fights. There were some 


disagreements." • 

The leaders released a joint statement 
bidding goodbye to the Iron Curtain sepa- 
rating Eastern and Western Europe. They 
said they were "determined to seize all op- 
portunities to a achieve a Europe whole and 
free." 

By authorizing the study of Soviet needs, 
the leaders blunted West German efforts to 
organize n coordinated program of direct 
aid. With support from Britain and Japan, 
Bush insists the money would be wasted 
unless Gorbachev can achieve broader re- 
forms. He also wonts the Soviets to curtail 
Cuban subsidies and rc’ducc spending.

California voters recently passed a 
S30 million bond issue setting aside 
wildlife habitat. The ban on moun- 
tain lion hunting was tacked on as a 
.sidepoint, said Sandy Wolfe, assis- 
tant director of the California De- 
partment offish and Game. 

Tlic voters were misinformed 
about mountain lions, Wolfe said. 
"They are not endangered. It was bi- 
ologically sound to propose the hunt 
.... The public has this perception 
that everything is polluted or endan- 
gered. This is not the ca.se.” 

Educating the public would be the 
best way to ensure sound wildlife 
managcil^cnt, she said. 

Rebecca Frank, a Colorado. 
Wildlife commissioner,, said that 
state has not seen the anti-hunting 
sentiments of California but, “the is- 
sue is on the horizon. Wildlife man- 
agers need to be aware of the poten- 
tial threat". 

The California vole coiild set a 
bad precedent by taking wildlife 
management out of the hands.of pro- 
fe,s8iona!,s and putting it in the leg- 
islative realm, she said. Frank pre- 
dicted California would have j>rob- 
lems with too many mountain, lions 
a.s a result of the hunting ban.

Twin Falls’s newest landmark has run 
iiendlong into an eternal truth: Public 
fountains attract the public. 

Tlie lovely Centennial Fountain, dedi- 
cated Inst we ek i n City Park, had been 
biibbUng 'for less than a day bctorc it bc- 
camc an anthill of .splashing children. 

Youngsters and even adults have bpeft 
Wilding in its reservoir, clambering atop 
its lava base and soaking in its concrete 
trough. The fountain has been soaped and 
dyed. And the inscribed concrete monu- 
ment at its base has been used as a bicycle 
ramp. 

As dismaying as these developments 
may be, no one should be surprised. On 
sweltering summer days, no fountain any- 
where is kidproof. TTiat cool, splashing 
water is simply loo inviting, 

And surely no one expected that bicy- 
clists and skateboarder could resist a 
sloping concrete slab in a city parlc. 

Unfortunately, the fountain wasn’t de- 
signed as a jungle gym. The natural lava 
rock will stand only so much climbing, 
and the newly planted foliage will stand 
hardly any. Already, scrambling feet have 
scottered much of the bark mulch around 
the plantings. 


Fnmkly, there isn’t much the city can 
do. Anj^ing that would really keep 
thoughtless people out of the fountain - 
such os a chain-link fence — would keep 
everyone else from enjoying it too. Police 
can’t alTord to divert manpower from real 
"OTmtrrrrkccpTthnslirgTcuIs oui'of the wa- 
ter. 

Yet the situation is not hopeless. One 
reason people have been abusing the 
fountain is that, until now, no one has 
asked them not to. 

TTic City Council’s “Dear Citizens” 
letter printed on this page makes just such 
a request - eloquently. It asks citizens to 
remind trespassers that the fountain is not 
a water slide. 

With a little cooperation of that sort, 
and with a couple of politely worded 
signs, most of the abuse will stop. In a 
community such as Twin Falls, where 
small-town values still hold, most people 
will do the right thing if someone asks 
them nicely. ' 

The key word there is Vmost.” A certain 
amount of wading and climbing will al- 
ways be inevitable. 

The city’s only recourse may be a 
philosophical shrug. AHer all, that’s foun- 
tain biz.

WASHINGTON - Mitch Snyder was 
right. He believed all that weighty business 
wc grew up with, the Sunday injunctions to 
feed the hungry, clothe the naked and shel- 
ter the homeless.

■Vlcf,-a man who had obandbned a young — - 

family in New York, the rehabilitated prod- 
uct ofa life fallen apart, Snyder transformed 
himself into'u kind of urban Jeremiah. He 
was a tireless advocate of moral reform, ser- 
monizing under a threat of doom. 

For Hve years, America listened a.s Snyder 
spawned a movement. Tlie ormy of home- ' 
less men. women and children who w.cren't 
vi.sible at the beginning ofthe 1980s grew 
up, literally, under our feet. Snyder orga- 
nized them and attempted to empower them 
even a.s he lobbied, fasted and slept on 
grates in their interest. 

Me understood the soul ofthe celebrity 
machine and believed that reporters were 
there to be cameras and manipuluied, ihut n 
madc-for-TV movie about his life was u 
kind of affirmation of America. 

He threw Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinners for the homeless, dinners with 
movie stars as servers and members of 
Congress ladling soup. 

But he pushed the limits as well, fa.sting : . 
and being arrested. Abrasive and single- 
minded, Snyder thought he could fasten the 
plight ofthe homeless onto the American 
consciousness. 

While he understood mucTi about hi.s 
country, both Snyder and his movement fell 
victim to the foro.shoncncd national atten- 
tion span. America grew weary of the home- 
less who wouldn’t go away, who bumped up 
against them at subway stops and waved p.i-

The officer is 
wary of Snyder and his followers, under- 
standing, he say.s, that they de.stroy property. 

"Wc don't really destroy property." says 
Snyder, “though wc do sometimes try to en- 
hance its relation to reality." 

A few moments later, he threw a bucket 
of fake blood on the building. 

Tlircc years ago. Snydcr aecqMedn 
$5,000 gin from then-Soviet Ambassador 
Yuri Dubinin. Thu Soviets made the presen- 
tation witli great fanfare, inviting American 
reporters to the embassy. Asked about his 
motives in taking the money and Moscow's 
motives in offering it. Snyder was character- 
istically siraightfurward, 

"Wc don't spend a lot of time trying to 
determine what prompted President Reagan 
to promise to renovate our shelter two days 
before the election," Snyder said. "And we' 
don't spend a lot of time looking into the 
hearts of our Russian friends." 

In time, opinion changed and heads wore 
tuimcd against Snyder and the homeless. ' 
Two weeks ago, the local city council scaled 
back an ordinance bidlicd by Snyder tiiat 


guaranteed overnight shelter to anyone seek- 
ing it. The coffers were empty, said these 
elected stalwarts of the most bloated munic- 
ipal burcacracy in the country. 

At the same time, it seems, Snyder’s long-_ 
Jimu-rduiionsliipwithfcllownctlviSrand 
soulmate Carol Fcnnelly had come apart. He 
went to his room inside the 1 ,400-bcd 
homeless shelter he'd established five years 
earlier and wrote a suicide note. 

When Snyder’s body was found lost 
Thursday, the nation's best-known 
spokesman for the homeic.ss was a political 
relic, yesterday’s news, as unfashionable as 
disco music, 

Snyder came to politics in a Connecticut 
jail 20 years ago with activist priests Daniel 
and Phillip Bcrrigan. 'They were in prison 
for destroying druR records. Snyder was 
there for stealing a car out West. 

It was, lie said later, a mistake made ns 
part oriii.s Jack fCerduiic period.' 

The moody voice ofthe Bent Generation 
would have liked Snyder, who was 46 when 
he hanged himself in his room at the Com- 
munity for Creative Non-Violence. 

In "On The Road," Kcrouac wrote, ”... the 
only people for me tire the mad ones, the 
ones who are mad to live, mad to talk, mad 
to be saved, desirous of everything at the . 
same time, the ones who never yawn or say 
n commonplace thing but bun\‘, bum. bum 
like fabulous yellow Roman candles explod- 
ing like spiders across the stars and in the 
middle you .see the blue ccntcrlight pop and 
everybody goc-s 'Awww!'"

Women must be included in scientific research and experiments 


Recently, a congressional hearing drew at- 
tention to the fact that women are the vic- 
tims of discrimination in medical research, 
ll.s conclusion: Men are overrepresented in 
tests of new drugs, devices and procedures. 

llic lack of women in research is a serious 
problem. Drugs and devices tested only on 
men may turn out to have dangerous, even 
lethal, complications when given to women. 
And if testing is skewed toward the prob- 
lems of men, then the hcallh-corc needs of 
women may be overlooked or underestimat- 
ed. 

Those in the federal government responsi- 
ble for funding biomedical research were 
told to make sure that more women arc used 
as research subjects. Those looking for an 
answer to the problem are treating participa- 
tion in research on a par with problems of 
gender discrimination in pay and cmploy- 
-incnL

It is not quite right to say that men out- 
number women in biomedical research. 
Young and middle-aged men outnumber 
other participants. And these men arc likely 
to be relatively healthy, since many research 
.Studies explicitly exclude anyone with dis- 
abilities, psychosocial problems or chronic 
illnesses. 

The problem of the underrepresentation of 
women in research is real, but it is not • 
unique. What is unique are the reasons why 
women arc not involved to the samt extent 
as young or middle-aged men. The key rea- 
son's: babies ond ovaries. 

Women have traditionally, intentionally 
and explicitly been excluded from biomedi- 
-cqI resenrch-for-fcar that drugs, chemicals 


ond medical devices of unknown .safety and 
efficacy might be especially dangerous (o an 
embryo or fetus. 

Women, the common wisdom of research 
has long maintained, do not always know if 
they arc pregnant and, in some ca.scs. do not 
care. Drugs or radiation that arc slightly 
risky for adults can be very risky for a de- 
veloping embryo. The .safest course for pro- 
tecting embryos — and for protecting . 
against lawsuits that might come in the wake 
of deformed or stillborn babies bom to 
mothers involved in medical research — is 
to exclude them. 

Paternalism toward fetuses and conde- 
scension toward women regarding their abil- 
ity to be responsible about their reproductive 
status partially accounts for the absence of 
women from medical research. But these at- 
titudes arc not going to be changed by im- 
posing the equivalent of an airirmative-ac- . 


lion program for rccniiling female researcli 
subjects. 

Tlie other reason why researchers have 
steered away from women is that they have 
ovaries. Thus they experience ovulation, 
menstruation, pregnancy and menopause — 
phenomena that predominantly male re- 
searchers view in a negative light. 

For centuries, male scicntist.s and pliysi- 
cians have seen men as representing and il- 
lustrating what is normal and healthy about 
human beings. Male physiology and behav- 
ior define nomial human physiology and be- 
havior. Women, us a number of femini.st 
scholars have been pointing out for many 
years, are seen ns "deviations.” Since scien- 
tists want to conduct research wiili subjects 
who are as nomial, ns "lypical" us possible, 
bias against non-male traits leads to the ex- 
clusion of women us suitable subjects. 


Ordering Uiosc who fund science to fix 
gender discrimination by quota or by fiat 
won’t work. Unless the biomedical commu- 
nity begins to take seriously the idea that 
women arc just as normal as men, re- 
searchers will continue to be wary of using 
them us research .subject^. And unless soci- 
ety debates and reaches consensus on ethi- 
cal, legal and social policies that ought to 
govern involvement of pregnant women and 
women of child-bearing age in research, re-, 
searchers will continue to steer away from 
these women. 

Discrimination against women in research 
will not end until doctors, scientists and leg- 
islators agree that it is normal to be female.

Grand jury hears testimony in Ketchum shooting

HAILEY — A 16-member grand jury 
wa.s impaneled here Tuesday to consider 
murder charges against Milehel John Odia- 


Odiaga, 35, is charged with gunning 
down two men on tJie .streets of Ketchum 
on the night of June 22. Bluine County 
Fro.seeulor Ned Williamson will ask the ju-. 


rurs to indict Odiaga on two counts of first- 
degree murder, one count of aggnivatcd asr 
saull, one count of attempted muriler and 
one count of reckless driving. 

Williamson issued 100 jury summons to 
5th District Judge Jame.s J. May’s coun- 
room. from which the 16 jurors were cho- 
sen 1'ucsday. Although grand jury proceed- 
ings arc clo.scd to the press and the public. 
Williamson said Fuesday he expected the 
jury to hand up indictments against Odiaga 
somclinic Wednesday. 


In gnind jury proceedings, the defendant 
does not appear and wilnes.ses for the pros- 
ecution are not subject to eross-examina- 
tion by the defense. Odiaga was in Boise 
Tuesday undergoing p.sychological testing. 

Williainsoii said Tuesday he planned to 
subpoena at least seven witnesses. 

But as the witnesses began their testimo- 
ny late Tuesday afiemoon, Williamson 
would say only that, "we won’t be done to-

Indictments by a grand juries in criminal 
cases in Idaho courtrooms arc relatively 
Hire. The more common process is for a 
prosecutor to present evidence directly to a 
judge in a preliminary hearing and for the 
judge to decide whether or nut there is 
enough evidence to bind the defendant over 
for trial..

Animal fat consumption 
up 25 percent since ’60s 


Some facts and figures that reflect the 
growing concern over fat intake: 

• Since the 1960s, there has been a 25 
percent decrease in the consumption of ani- 
mal fat and a 48 percent increase in the 
consumptioiLOf unsaturated vegetable oils. 

• In 1982, 29 percent of people surveyed 
by the Food and Drug Administration said 
consumption of fats, especially dietary fats, 
may cause heart disease. In 1986, 43 per- 
cent agreed. 

• The Food Marketing Institute reports 
38 percent of 1,031 shoppcTs recently sur- 
veyed care about reducing cholesterol lev- 
els. Twenty-nine percent arc interested in 
eating foods with less fat. 

• In 1989, Americans spent about S7.5 
billion on light/dict foods. Most of that 
money was spent on dairy products. 

• Forty-four percent of Americans say 
they’ve changed their eating habits in the 
last ttvo years to lower their cholesterol 
levels, according to American Demograph- 
ics magazine. People older than 50 arc 
most concerned.- 


Some convenience foods ideal 
environment for contaminants 


Refrigerated convenience foods, promot- 
ed for their freshness and improved quality, 
offer an ideal environment for the growth 
of microbiological contaminants, according 
to a federal advisory committee. 

The group’s concerns about sfully 
cooked, ready-to-eat products were out- 
lined at the recent Instinitc'of Food'Tech-~ 
■notogists'~annual“nicetlng'in~Anahcim~ 
Calif. 

The Nati.onal Advisory Committee on 
Microbiological Criteria for Food consists 
of health ofTicials, university researchers 
and private industry representatives. Its 
findings are sent as recommendations to 
federal regulatory agencies such as the U.S. 
Deportment of Agriculture, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration and the National 
Marine Fisheries Service, 

Several committee members addressed 
the problems surrounding whot was called 
"a new generation of refrigerated foods” 
during the institute's five-day conference. 

Industry estimates show that this rapidly 
growing field had sales ofSIOO million in 
1989, a total that is projected to increase to 
$5 billion by 1995. 

At issue are refrigerated entrees, pasta 
sauces, salads, desserts and sondwiches. Of 
particular concern are products that contain 
cooked, but uncured, meat or poultry. Pre- 
cooked seafood, such as shrimp or emb, 
pose similar problems, 


Chemical use for cosmetically 
perfect produce under fire 

The practice of using ogricultural chemi- 
cals to obtain cosmetically perfect produce 
came under fire in Congress recently. 

The Senate Agriculture committee ap- 
proved a reform package that would re- 
quire a modification of federal grading 
standards that currently rewards farmers for 
producing flawless fruit and vegetables. 
Often this commercially desirable appear- 
ance is the indirect result of pesticide us- 
agc. 

The legislation, entitled the Agricultural 
Marketing Reform Act of 1990, was intro- 
duced by Sen. Wychc Fowler Jr., D-Ga., 
and is a portion of the 1990 Farm Dill. 

Reaction to the vole was mixed. Industry 
trade associations remained opposed to the 
measure while consumer groups praised its 
passage in committee. 

"Both consumers and farmers win with 
this important change in grading stan- 
dards,’’ said Ellen Haas, executive director 
of Public Voice for Food and Health Poli- 
cy, a Washington-based advocacy group. 
"Consumers will, have the opportunity to 
buy nutritious and wholesome produce 
which has less pesticide residues. Formers 
can (also) cut back on costly pesticide use 
and increase the markets for their produce." 

Haas estimated that between 10 percent 
to 20 percent of the chemicals used on pro- 
duce ore applied in hopes of maintaining 
cosmetic qualities'. “

Be prepared with ^ hot, cold su days

Tlie unpredictable weather of summer can 
be a problem for the cook eager to please 
family ond friends with holiday meals come 
min or come shine. But careful planning, and 
an attitude nearly as flexible us a coniortion- 
ist in a salt-water-tnfTy factory, can help pre- 
pare you for anything, 

Many of you have attended festivals on 
gloomy days when the food booth serving 
hot chocolate is up to its marshmallows in 
customers, and the lemonade stand is dying. 
Or, conversely, on sweltering days, when the 
shavcd-icc seller could pass for the Pied 
Piper and the hot soup concessionaire can’t 
even attract flic.s. 

The le,sson from these observations? Be 
prepared. Plan a few foods that arc especial- 
ly welcome in hot weather, a few that arc 
good on chilly days, and some that can be 
served hot or cold. 

Blend a little of the unexpected into your 
• meals, Irene Rothschild, a cooking teacher 
from Pennsylvania, has done just that in her 
new book, "Cold Soups, Warm Salads," fea- 
turing 'more than 100 recipes for warm- 


weather dining. 

"1 hove an aversion to silling down to a 
relatively formal meal ond being served an 
ordinary green salad,” Rothschild wrote. "To 
my way of thinking, this practice has be- 
come tired and mundane. A belter alternative 
would be a cold soup and a warm salad — 
much more interesting, tasty and up-to-date." 

Our recipe.s feature some twists on fa- 
vorites — such as the Iced Almond Latte for 
hot days — plus some barometer foods that 
you can serve either hot or Cold, 'depending 
upon the weather, such as: Cold Curry 
Tomato Soup, delicious warmed over low 
heat; u sandwich filled with smoked horn, 
mozzarella cheese, olives and roasted pep- 
pers tiint may be served at room temperature 
or wrapped in foil and baked; Dot’s Gazpa- 
chu, a spicy make-ahead cold soup thick 
with vegetables, that's good warmed over 
low heal,

A reader writes: "My partner) is a, 
stickler for disciplined bidding and 
toler ates no exceptions. 1 think 
there's always robm for an excep- 
tion. atid'! offer thi s dnnllcatc hand 
in evidence. Please let me know 
your views. 

"The fit in two suits makes this 
game a good bet despite possession 
of only 21 HCP," he continues. 
“However, my partner (North) In- 
sists that he was barred from bid- 
jding more than three spades once 
the partnership had agreed to play 
at a part-score (North's pass to one 
spade),’ 

In general, the views expressed 
by North are valid. Whether they 
apply in today's peculiar circum- 
stances is another matter. Certainly 
South’s bidding describes a good G-4 
hand, and North might have bid on 
to game in recognition of the double 
suit fit and singleton heart. 

Although I suspeet that the un- 
usual ncar-slicncc of the opponents 
may have contributed to the poor 
result, North's one-diamond re- 
— sponsc-should-take— much-of— tho- 
blamc. On hands that arc worth only 
one constructive bid, I always pre- 
fer to respond in the major. (If you 
respond one diamond and partner 
rebids one heart or one spade, arc 
you comfortable bidding one spade 
over one heart, or two spades over 
one spade? If not, the one-spade re- 
sponse is definitely the better 
choice — “running for daylight" is 
the football term.) After the one- 
spade response by North, South 
makes sure of reaching game. (A rc- 
bid of four clubs over one spade is a 
modern method to describe South's 
hand.)
